SALEM    TOWN    WARRANT 
STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


(L.  S.) 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Salem,  in  the  County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house,  in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the 
twelfth  day  of  March  next,  at  twelve  (12:00)  of  the  clock  noon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

Article  1.     To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  maybe  necessary  to  defray  town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriation  for  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  any  more  money  for  the  repairs  of 
highways  than  the  law  requires. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents ,  auditors,  committees  or  officers  hereto- 
fore chosen,   and  pass  on  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to 
borrow  such  sums  as  maybe  necessary  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the 
current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue  in  the  name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  town  negotiable 
notes  therefor,  said  notes  to  be  paid  in  the  current  municipal  year  from  taxes  collected 
during  the  current  municipal  year. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to  lighting  the  streets,  and 
raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of  moneynot  to  exceed  twenty 
thousand  dollars  ($20,000.),  for  the  purpose  of  providing  police  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of  moneynot  to  exceed  twenty 
thousand  dollars  ($20,000.),  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  dollars 
($16,  000.),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  snow  removal  and  general  highway  expenses  for  the 
year  1957. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  seventy- 
one  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents  ($871.95),  and  apply  for  State  Aid  for  Class  V.   Highways. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  four  thousand  five  hund- 
red seventy  dollars  ($4,  570.),  and  applyfor  State  Aid  for  Class  I  and  II  Urban  Extensions. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.), 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  permanent  improvements  as  provided 
in  Chapter  160  of  the  Public  Acts  of  the  1943  Legislature.  Said  fund  shall  be  invested  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  until  expended  by  the  Selectmen  for  any  or  all  of  the  pur- 
poses named  in  the   1944  warrant. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
($300.),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  maintain  and  improve  the  Town  Common  and  the  Public 
Square  near  Pine  Grove  Cemetery. 

Article  14.  By  request  of  the  Library  Trustees.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  ($3,  400.),  or  any  part  thereof,  above  the 
amount  required  by  law,  for  the  support  of  the  Salem  Free  Public  Library  for  the  year 
1957. 

Article  15.  By  request  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,  500.),  to  be  ex- 
pended in  the  care  of  town  cemeteries. 

Article  16.     By  request  of  the  Salem,    New   Hampshire   Veterans    Association,    com- 


prised  of  the  following  organizations,  Ernest  W.  Young  Post  American  Legion,  Salem 
Memorial  Post  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  and  World  War  I  Barracks.  To  see  if  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  ($600.),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  use 
of  the  above  named  veterans  association  to  be  expended  for  the  decoration  of  graves  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  who  have  served  in  time  of  war  on  Memorial  Day,  and  the  Patriotic 
observance  of  Memorial  Day  and  Veterans    Day  in  the  year  1957. 

Article  17.  By  request  of  William  A.  Kinzler  and  others.  To  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000.),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  pur- 
chase a  Loader  and  Plow  for  plowing  and  loading  purposes.  This  unit  to  replace  a  1930 
F.   W.   D.   truck  owned  by  tha  town. 

Article  18.  By  request  of  the  Salem  Fire  Department.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($22,  500.)  to  be  used  to  pur- 
chase a  750  gallon  pumper,   hose  and  other  equipment. 

Article  19.  By  request  of  the  Salem  Board  of  Trade.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  continue  the 
construction  of  sidewalks. 

Article  20.  By  request  of  the  Salem  Board  of  Trade.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  used  to  con- 
struct and  erect  street  signs  where  needed  and  to  construct  and  erect  directional  signs 
at  the  Salem  Depot  Square.

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody,  receipt 
and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled 
checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the 
books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  re- 
conciled bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 


General  Comments 
Current  Financial  Condition 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  total  current  lia- 
bilities) increased  by  $16,  138. 76,  from  $8, 440. 71  to  $24, 579. 47,  during  1955,  as  shown 
by  the  following  statement:

Uncollected  Poll  Taxes  -  Previous  Years 

Attention  again  is  called  to  the  uncollected  poll  taxes  on  account  of  the  levies  of 
1950  and  prior  years,  which  amounted  to  $3,  278.00.  This  same  amount  was  reported  on 
December  31st  of  each  of  the  years  1953,  1954  and  1955,  indicating  that  no  activity  took 
place  in  any  of  these  accounts  during  that  period. 
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Therefore,  as  these  poll  taxes  appear  to  be  uncollectible,  they  should  be  abated. 
To  include  such  accounts  from  year  to  year  as  assets  in  the  balance  sheet  is  not  good  fi- 
nancial procedure  and  tends  to  give  an  inaccurate  picture  of  the  true  financial  condition 
of  the  Town. 

Such  accounts  can  only  be  removed  from  the  warrants  by  regular  abatement  pro- 
cedure and  this  should  be  attended  to  before  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 


Conclusion 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  the  summary  of 
findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  of  this  report  shall  be  published  in 
the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Salem  for  their  assistance 
during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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LIBRARY    TRUSTEES    REPORT 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1956 


Your  trustees  are  again  able  to  report  a  successful  period  of  progress  and  accom- 
plishments during  the  past  year.  An  outstanding  feature  was  the  observance  of  the  62nd 
Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  library  on  February  12th.  William  Crowell,  the  great- 
grandson  of  the  founder  of  the  Salem  Free  Public  Library,  was  the  honored  guest  on  this 
occasion,  which  was  attended  by  a  representative  group  of  townspeople.  It  will  be  of  in- 
terest to  library  patrons  to  learn  that  the  oldest  and  the  first  tax-supportedPublic  Library 
in  the  country  was  established  in  Peterborough  in  1836.  New  Hampshire  was  the  first 
state  to  enact  a  law  permitting  towns  to  use  tax  money  for  the  support  of  public  libraries. 

The  trustees  have  endeavored  during  the  past  year  to  improve  the  standards  of  li- 
brary service  in  Salem.  Miss  Alice  Hall  who  has  served  as  librarian  for  30  years  has 
been  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Mary  Forrest.  The  ever  increasing  patronage  and  demands 
for  assistance  on  the  part  of  school  children  necessitated  the  hiring  of  an  assistant. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  the  citizens  to  learn  that  circulation  during  July  and  August 
of  this  year  was  3,200  volumes.  This  proves  that  the  library  is  extensively  patronized 
by  our  summer  population.  Many  of  them  expressed  their  appreciation  to  the  librarian 
at  the  close  of  the  season. 

The  public  library  has  also  been  useful  as  a  meeting  place  for  various  groups,  a  de- 
pository for  historical  material,  and  an  appropriate  location  for  various  exhibits.  Miss 
Hall  has  annually  conducted  an  art  exhibit  for  the  benefit  of  Salem  talent. 

During  the  past  year  the  trustees  received  the  bequest  to  the  library  from  the  late 
William  E.  Lancaster.  This  bequest  is  in  a  separate  accountat  the  Salem  Trust  Company. 
There  is  a  wide  divergence  of  views  on  the  part  of  many  citizens  as  to  what  changes  should 
be  made  to  improve  the  facilities  at  the  library.  Your  trustees  had  originally  intended  to 
ask  for  an  appropriation  this  year  but  until  we  can  have  a  clearer  picture  of  what  the  people 
want  we  have  decided  to  defer  action.  Suggestions  received  thus  far  range  from  painting 
and  making  minor  repairs  to  the  present  ouilding  to  building  a  new  library  in  a  new  loca- 
tion. Other  recommendations  would  make  alterations  to  the  front  of  the  library  to  give 
the  building  a  more  modern  appearance  while  still  others  favor  the  addition  of  a  wing  on 
the  town  hall  side  of  the  building  to  provide  a  reading  room.  We  as  trustees  can  only  carry 
out  the  wishes  of  the  citizens.     Our  duties  are  limited  to  operating  the  library  by  expend- 
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ing  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  town  plus  the  income  from  invested  funds.  We  can  also 
hold  in  trust,  gifts,  legacies,  and  bequests  made  for  the  maintenance  and  care  of  libraries, 
reading  rooms,    etc. 

In  closing  your  trustees  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  State 
Library  for  the  splendid  service  they  have  given  to  the  Town  of  Salem.  We  have  borrowed 
from  them  an  average  of  80  volumes  every  eight  weeks  during  the  year  and  this  has  greatly 
augmented  our  regular  supply  of  new  books.  May  we  also  extend  our  thanks  to  our  librar- 
ians for  their  cooperation  and  to  all  who  have  helped  to  make  this  a  successful  year.

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REPORT  OF  SALEM  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  1956  the  Salem  Fire  Department  responded  to  144  alarms,  a  de- 
crease of  18  alarms  over  1955.  The  fire  loss  during  the  year  1956  amounted  to  $16,230.00 
compared  with  a  loss  of  $38,  640.  00  for  the  previous  year. 

New  equipment  added  to  the  department  in  the  past  year  consisted  of  1  1/2  inch 
hose,  2  1/2  inch  hose  and  a  portable  pump.  A  squad  car,  the  gift  of  the  Salem  Kiwanis 
Club,  was  also  added  to  the  department's  equipment.  This  squad  car  is  being  used  for 
resuscitator  and  other  emergency  aid  calls. 

The  fire  department  has  inserted  an  article  in  the  town  warrant  requesting  the 
people  of  Salem  to  approve  the  purchase  of  a  750  gallon  pumper,  hose  and  other  equip- 
ment. This  proposed  pumper  would  replace  Engine  No.  2  which  is  23  years  old  and  in 
poor  conditon.     The  fire  department  hopes  the  people  of  Salem  will  vote  this  money. 

The  fire  department  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  Salem  for  their  continued  support 
and  cooperation.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Veteran's  Memorial  Auditorium  in  said  dis- 
trict on  the  12th  day  of  March  1957,  at  12:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer, 
and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  Officers  chosen,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced 
in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support 
of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appro- 
priation of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund 
together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  be- 
tween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes 
by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to  make  application  for  and 
to  receive,  in  the  name  of  the  district,  such  advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other  funds  for 
educational  purposes,  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  Federal,  State  local 
or  private  agencies. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  construct  and  equip  a  new  elementary  school; 
to  authorize  the  school  board  to  execute  any  and  all  contracts  or  agreements  necessary 
and  proper  or  advisable,  in  connection  with  the  construction  and  equipping  of  a  new  ele- 
mentary school,  and  authorize  the  school  board  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  in  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($225,  000)  payable  from  funds  to 
be  raised  by  taxation,    for  the  purpose  of  financing  such  construction. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  four  thousand  dollars 
($4,  000)  to  pay  the  first  interest  payment  on  the  bond  issue  for  the  new  elementary  school. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000)  to  operate  the  new  building. 

13.  To  see  what  sum  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  provide  and 
operate  additional  classrooms  during  the  1957-58  school  year. 

14.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  in  addition  to  the  ori- 
ginal appropriation  for  1956-57,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  to  be 
made  available  to  the  school  district  prior  to  July  1,  1957,  in  order  to  meet  unanticipated 
obligations  caused  by  transportation,    tuition  and  fuel  charges. 

15.  By  petition  of  the  Teachers'  Salary  Committee,  to  see  if  the  district  will  vote 
to  accept  the  new  Teachers'  Salary  Scheduleand  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($7,800)  to  implement  this  schedule  as  printed  on  the  fol- 
lowing pages .

All  salaries  under  schedules  shall  begin  as  of  September  first  in  each  year,  and  pay- 
ments shall  be  made  every  two  weeks  for  a  period  of  twelve  months. 

Previous  years  of  teaching  experience  in  other  communities  shall  be  credited  for 
this  schedule,  provided  a  teacher  has  not  been  away  from  the  profession  more  than  three 
years.  For  each  year  of  teaching  experience  previous  to  the  last  three  years  of  absence, 
a  teacher  shall  receive   1/2  additional  credit  on  schedule. 

All  steps  in  this  schedule  will  increase  $100  for  the  school  year  of  1958-1959,  and 
for  the  school  year  of  1959-1960. 

#Teachers  below  their  proper  level  of  schedule  shall  receive  $400  yearly  increments. 

To  qualify  for  the  increase  in  the  6th  year  and  in  the  11th  year  the  teachers  in  the 
district  should  have  the  6  hours  of  professional  study  approved  by  the  superintendent. 

Principals -Head  Teachers 


An  additional  sum  of  $200  will  be  paid  annually  to  each  elementary  school  principal. 
A  principal  of  an  elementary  school  is  defined  as  a  teacher  who  has  three  (3)  or  more 
teachers  under  his  or  her  jurisdiction. 

Head  Teachers  shall  receive  an  additional  sum  of  $100  annually.  A  HeadTeacher  is 
one  who  runs  a  school  with  less  than  three  teachers. 

This  salary  schedule  shall  not  apply  to  non-teaching  principals. 

Coaches  and  Directors  of  Major  Sports  and  Special  Teachers 

Increments  shall  be  added  at  the  direction  of  the  School  Board. 
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Extra  Curricular  Activities 

It  is  assumed  that  within  every  salary  $100  is  included  for  work  in  extra-curricular 
activities. 

Sick  Leave 


Each  year  a  teacher  is  entitled  to  10  days  of  sick  leave.  This  is  accumulative  to 
30  days.  In  case  of  extended  sickness,  the  teacher  must  present  evidence  substantiating 
the  sick  leave. 

After  expiration  of  sick  leave,  the  substitute's  pay  shall  be  deducted  from  the  sal- 
ary of  the  regular  teacher  for  the  remaining  period  of  absence. 

Outside  Employment 

No  teacher  may  have  outside  employment  from  the  opening  of  school  until  the  clos- 
ing of  school  unless  with  the  express  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Tenure 

Commencing  with  the  effective  date  of  this  schedule,  each  teacher  remaining  three 
consecutive  years  within  the  district  shall  automatically  enjoy  tenure  of  office.  A  teacher 
maybe  removed  for  cause.  A  teacher  may  request  a  hearing  before  a  group  composed  of 
two  teachers  and  three  School  Board  members.  Each  member  shall  have  one  vote.  To 
be  removed  from  office  will  require  a  majority  vote  of  the  committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Salem: 

As  has  been  the  custom  in  more  recent  years,  the  report  of  the  School  Board  will 
be  confined  principally  to  the  physical  accomplishments  of  the  year,  and  problems  which 
require  action  during  the  coming  year. 

Most  prominent  of  the  physical  accomplishments,  of  course,  was  the  addition  to 
Number  9  school.  We  are  quite  proud  of  this  addition  because,  in  our  opinion,  these  rooms 
are  as  nice  as  any  in  the  system,  and  we  were  able  to  build  them  for  the  $30,000.00  that 
was  voted.  It  is  very  unusual  to  be  able  to  get  four  rooms  practically  complete  for  this 
sum  of  money.  To  finish  the  two  lower  rooms  will  take  about  $1,  000.00,  and  this  is  in 
the  next  year's  budget.  We  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Frank  Byron  for  his 
cooperation  in  building  this  addition. 

The  toilets  at  Number  8  school  were  moved  from  the  basement  of  the  building  to  the 
first  floor,  thus  eliminating  a  very  undesirable  condition  at  this  school.  While  this  pro- 
ject was  more  expensive  than  we  figured,   we  feel  that  the  expenditure  was  justified. 

This  year  saw  the  start  on  a  program  to  improve  the  shower  and  locker  room  area 
at  the  High  School.  Ceramic  tile  floors  were  installed  in  both  the  boy's  and  girl's  shower 
rooms.  This  coming  year  we  plan  to  finish  tiling  the  walls  and  to  repair  or  replace  the 
ventilating  system.  For  an  area  that  is  used  as  much  as  this  one  is,  we  consider  that  im- 
provements are  quite  necessary,   both  from  a  sanitary  and  a  psychological  viewpoint. 

The  painting  program  was  continued  with  the  auditorium,  the  cafeteria,  and  the  out- 
side of  Number  6  and  Central  receiving  a  fresh  look. 

Other  items  included  replacement  of  the  clock  system  in  the  High  School;  replacing 
piping  to  the  girl's  lavatory  in  the  High  School;  weather -proofing  of  the  south  walls  of  the 
High  School;  and  purchase  of  two  new  laboratory  work  tables. 

The  School  District  also  acquired  title  to  approximately  ten  acres  of  the  Charles 
Kimball  land  at  Salem  Depot,  which  will  be  the  site  of  the  proposed  new  Number  6  school. 
It  is  planned  to  raze  the  existing  buildings  and  build  the  new  school  where  the  old  house 
and  barn  once  stood. 

We  are  once  again  faced  with  that  old  problem  of  transportation.  This  year  we  are 
running  a  deficit  on  this  item  of  about  $1,  800.00.  It  appears  quite  impossible  to  prevent 
the  expansion  of  the  system,  and  still  satisfy  the  demands  made  on  it.  We  know  that  many 
more  children  could  walk  to  school  than  do,  as  far  as  distance  is  concerned.  However, 
the  lack  of  sidewalks  and  the  volume  of  traffic  on  our  streets  makes  one  hesitant  to  change 
the  present  arrangement.  This  evolves  to  the  fact  that  next  year  we  shall  need  another 
bus  and  more  money  for  this   item. 
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We  have  had  two  new  administrations  come  to  us  this  year;  Wendell  Davis  as  Super- 
intendent, and  Francis  Geremonty  as  Principal  of  Woodbury  High  School.  We  feel  that 
both  are  going  to  be  an  asset  to  our  system,  and  welcome  them  aboard.  To  all  the  teach- 
ers and  townspeople  we  extend  our  thanks  for  their  cooperation  and  interest.

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REPORT    OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    SCHOOLS 

January  1957 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Salem: 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  First  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of  yous  schools. 
I  am  very  much  impressed  by  the  tremendous  job  that  has  been  done  by  the  townspeople 
and  the  school  boards  in  the  last  six  years  in  providing  housing  for  the  school  children  of 
Salem. 

I  am  equally  impressed  by  the  fact  that  Rockingham  County  will  show  the  largest  per- 
centage of  population  increase  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  next  census  and  we  all 
know  that  Salem  is  one  of  the  fastest  growing  communities  in  Rockingham  County  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  foreseeable  change. 

Naturally  this  increase  places  a  heavy  burden  on  the  citizens  of  Salem  to  provide  ad- 
ditional classroom  space  but  it  is  a  burden  which  is  rightfully  ours  and  one  that  we  can  not 
ignore.  We  have  an  obligation  to  provide  the  best  school  system  within  the  ability  of  the 
town  to  pay.  In  the  long  run  it  is  the  most  economical  way  to  operate.  Failure  to  provide 
adequate  educational  services  may  reduce  the  productive  capacity  of  a  community,  state, 
or  nation;  hamper  the  working  of  economic  institutions;  and  lower  the  general  standard  of 
living.  I  would  also  like  to  add  that  low  initial  costs  may  increase  wasteful  spending  in  the 
future  through  excessive  maintenance  costs  and  the  necessity  for  premature  replacements. 

Your  school  board  if  proposinga  new  school  in  the  No.  6  area  to  house  the  increased 
enrollment  indicated  in  that  section  of  town.  I  have  prepared  charts  to  show  our  latest 
census  figures,  the  population  by  grades  and  schools  and  the  projected  enrollment  for  the 
No.   6  area. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  thesurvey  committee  which  planned  the  building  program 
proposed  a  new  No.  6  School  for  1957  because  of  the  possible  enrollment  increase.  This 
enrollment  has  turned  out  to  be  much  heavier  than  they  predicted.  It  has  been  predicted 
nationally  by  the  National  Office  of  Education  that  the  school  population  in  1965  is  expected 
to  increase  by  30%. 

Your  School  Board  supervised  the  construction  of  an  excellent  addition  to  the  No.  9 
School  and  two  of  the  new  rooms  were  used  this  year.  Next  year  the  other  two  new  rooms 
will  absorb  the  extra  fifth  and  sixth  grades  which  will  be  necessary  because  we  had  one 
more  fourth  grade  and  one  more  fifth  grade  this  year  than  our  present  number  of  fifth  and 
sixth  grade  rooms.  It  does  not  mean  that  grade  six  will  be  housed  in  the  No.  9  School. 
Present  plans  are  to  keep  all  sixth  graders   in  the  Central  School. 

Until  the  new  No.  6  School  is  built  it  will  be  necessary  to  house  two  grades  in  the 
town  hall  for  next  year  because  the  increased  enrollment   in  the  high  school  will  mean  the 
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use  of  two  Central  School  rooms  to  take  care  of  the  overload.  This  has  been  the  policy 
followed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  survey  committee.  Eventually  in  the  not  too  dis- 
tant future  the  Central  School  will  contain  only  grades  7,  8  and  9  while  the  high  school  will 
have  grades   10,    11  and  12. 

The  School  Board  in  its  report  has  commented  on  the  improvements  and  repairs  that 
have  been  made  and  the  necessity  of  continuing  an  adequate  program  for  proper  mainte- 
nance. 

The  increased  enrollment,  added  buildings  to  maintain,  additional  bus  service  to  pro- 
vide,   makes  for  increased  expenditures  that  are  unavoidable. 

The  increase  this  year  in  the  budget  is  a  normal  one  and  the  Board  has  approached 
it  intelligently  and  wisely  and  has  spent  many  hours   in  preparing  it. 

Our  school  buildings  have  been  reassessedas  to  sound  value  and  anamount  has  been 
setfor  proper  insurance  coverage.  This  will  protect  the  town  and  will  prevent  anyunusual 
expenditures   in  case  of  fire  damage. 

To  educate  our  children  it  is  most  essential  that  we  keep  our  good  teachers  and  hire 
the  best  qualified  teachers  available  when  new  teachers  are  added  to  our  staff.  One  of  our 
neighboring  superintendents  published  recently  in  our  local  paper  his  philosophy  of  edu- 
cation. He  was  said  to  remark  that  progress  in  education  is  made  because  the  pupil  has 
a  good  teacher.  I  cannot  stress  too  highly  the  importance  of  good  teachers  in  the  class- 
room. 

It  has  become  more  evident  each  pas  sing  year  that  to  get  good  teachers  we  must  have 
an  adequate  salary  schedule.  I  know  that  good  teachers  cannot  be  hired  unless  we  pay  a 
beginning  salary  comparable  to  what  other  communities  will  pay.  Too,  it  is  necessary 
that  we  adjust  our  salaries  for  the  older  teachers  to  have  as  equitable  a  schedule  as  pos- 
sible. 

There  are  presently  fifty-three  teachers  in  Salem  and  of  this  number  there  were  six- 
teen teachers  new  to  Salem,  the  same  increase  that  occurred  in  the  year  previous.  We 
should  attempt  to  lower  this  number.  I  have  prepared  a  chart  of  the  new  teachers  for 
1956-57. 

All  teachers  have  continued  membership  in  local,  state  and  national  professional  or- 
ganizations and  have  attempted  to  keep  abreast  of  modern  practices  by  attendance  at  local 
and  state  teachers'  meetings  and  by  taking  courses  when  possible. 

The  following    teachers    are  taking  the   Child   Growth  and  Development  Course  spon- 
sored by  the  Harvard-Bos  ton  University:  Madeleine  Little,  Ann  Emilio,  Clarice  Hodgkins  , 
Marion   Gordon,    Mary   Valeska,    Margaret   Doyle,    Dora  Boulger,    Louise   Seyter,     Jessie 
Soule,   Anne  Pratt,    Velma  Smith,  John  Heggarty,  Helen  Higgins,  William  Macul,  and  Ruth 
Nowell.

William  Macul  -  Curriculum  Foundations,  Arithmetic  Methods,  Child  Growth  and 
Development,    Salem  Teachers'  College; 

Lorraine  Gates  received  three  credits  for  her  trip  to  Europe  last  summer. 

Mr.  Robert  Dolph,  the  helping  teacher  for  Supervisory  #55  is  acting  as  a  consultant 
to  the  teachers  of  Salem  and  his  work  has  proven  most  valuable.  He  is  supervising  the 
testing,  evaluating  the  program  and  making  recommendations  for  the  books  to  be  used  in 
the  classrooms.  A  new  arithmetic  series  has  been  instigated  and  the  new  social  studies 
series  started  last  year  has  been  continued.  The  basic  reading  series  has  been  completed. 
This  makes  it  possible  for  continuity  of  the  same  subjectfield  in  all  grades,  which  is  more 
advantageous . 

Mr.  Dolph  has  edited  ateachers'  handbookand  a  copy  has  beengiven  to  each  teacher 
which  has  proven  most  helpful. 

The  principals  and  head-teachers  in  the  elementary  schools  have  commented  on  the 
many  and  varied  extra-curricular  activities  -  including  field  trips  and  various  projects 
sponsored  by  the  Parent-Teacher  Associations   -  which  are  carried  on  at  their  schools. 

CENTRAL  SCHOOL 

Mr.   Prunier,  Principal  of  the  Central  School,  has  presented  the  following  comments: 

This  year  Industrial  Arts  has  been  added  to  the  Central  Junior  High  School  curricu- 
lum.    It  is  gratifying  to  see  how  much  the  pupils  have  accomplished  in  so  short  a  time. 

Classes  in  Physical  Education  during  the  winter  months  have  been  decreased  in  the 
eighth  grade  from  twice  a  week  to  once  a  week  due  to  conflicts  with  our  expanding  music 
program.     Next  year  the  same  may  hold  true  for  grade  seven. 

Classes   in  Home  Economics  number  three  periods  a  week;  one  single  period  and  one 
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double  period.  The  facilities  are  indeed  quite  limited.  The  Home  Economics  laboratory 
is  available  to  Central  when  it  is  not  in  use  by  the  Woodbury  High  School.  Too  frequently 
and  consistently  the  available  periods  are  such  as  to  make  intelligent  scheduling  of  classes 
an  impossibility.  The  best  answer  to  the  problem  would  be  to  have  a  foods  laboratory  and 
a  clothing  laboratory;  the  high  school  could  use  one  while  the  Central  Junior  High  School 
used  the  other  and  at  the  half  year  the  facilities  could  be  exchanged. 

Recently  members  of  the  Central  Junior  High  School  faculty  met  with  Mr.  Roland  B. 
Kimball,  Director  of  Secondary  School  services  under  the  State  Department  of  Education. 
Mr.  Roland  Kimball  presented  an  outline  of  the  social  studies  in  grades  seven  through 
twelve.  We  discussed  the  change  of  subject  matter  from  grade  six  to  grade  seven,  the 
suggested  methods  of  presentation,   and  the  desirable  objectives. 

This  year  a  Teachers'  Handbook  was  compiled  by  Mr.  Robert  W.  Dolph,  Helping 
Teacher.  This  book  contains  the  philosophy  of  education  for  our  Union,  the  school  calen- 
dar, emergency  measures ,  bulletins,  sample  forms,  procedure  for  ordering  materials , 
duties  to  be  performed,  and  etc.  This  is  of  particular  value  to  teachers  new  to  our  school 
system. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Dolph,  the  testing  program  is  receiving  more  emphasis; 
the  results  are  being  carefully  studied  and  means  for  improving  our  weaker  points  are 
discussed  to  help  us  in  formulating  our  plans. 

The  graduation  exercise,  the  first  to  be  held  entirely  for  the  Central  Junior  High 
School,  was  warmly  received  by  parents  and  pupils.  Several  suggestions  for  further 
change  have  been  received  and  are  being  considered  for  the  coming  graduation  class. 

We  are  grateful  to  Dr.  William  Land  of  Salem,  Dr.  Raymond  Moore  of  Hampstead, 
and  Dr.  William  Greer  of  Salem  for  their  services  in  cooperating  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  make  it  possible  for  Salem  boys  and  girls  tobe  vaccinated  for  the  prevention  of 
polio. 

This  year  boys  and  girls,  grade  five  through  grade  eight,  are  very  fortunate  to  have 
their  teeth  cleaned  and  examined  free  of  charge.  In  addition  to  this  service,  the  Kiwanis 
International  of  Salem  has  assumed  part  of  the  financial  cost  of  all  repair  work. 

WOODBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Francis  H.  Geremonty  principal  of  the  Woodbury  High  School  has  presented  the  fol- 
lowing information: 

The  curriculum  has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  an  Industrial  Arts  course,  in- 
cluding woodworking  and  metal  work.  This  has  been  very  successful  so  far.  Since  high 
school  is  the  terminal  education  for  about  60%  of  our  students ,  I  would  like  to  see  a  course 
in  electricity,   job  printing  and  automotive,    and  art  added. 

The  new  addition  to  Woodbury  High  School  has  alleviated  the  Science  problem.    The 
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next  acute  areas  are  the  Home  Economics  quarters  and  the  Music  Department.   One  room, 
badly   outdated  and  small,    must  answer  the   home  economic  demands  for    the  high  school 
and  the  junior  high.     The  junior  high  has   increased  to  such  an   extent  that  the  girls  cannot 
have  an  adequate  program.     The  music  department  moves  from  place  to  place. 

The  school  band  has  finally  become  a  reality.  It  has  increased  to  such  anextent  that 
they  have  played  at  two  of  our  football  games  this  year.  This  is  a  good  start  and  there  is 
every  indication  that  improvement  will  continue.  The  music  department  is  handicapped 
by  the  lack  of  a  music  room  and  a  suitable  place  to  store  instruments.  Since  every  room 
in  the  building  is  in  use  and  also  the  gymnasium  practically  every  period  of  the  day,  lack 
of  space  that  could  be  utilized  for  music  and  band  has  become  an  acute  problem. 

The  high  school  continues  to  offer  the  students  a  well-rounded  guidance  program. 
It  provides  a  continued  source  of  scholarship  information  and  the  administrationfeels  that 
the  local  groups  who  have  offered  scholarships  have  helped  tremendously  in  fostering  post 
graduate  interest.  Students  are  encouraged  to  visitschools  of  higher  learning  during  their 
course  of  study. 

Of  the  64  graduates  of  the  class  of  1956,  21  or  33  1/3%,  of  the  class  continued  their 
education  in  schools  and  colleges  -  6  secretarial  positions,  2  Armed  Forces  (1  Army,  1 
Wave),    2  telephone  operators,    3  married,    29  employed  in  fields  of  industry. 

The  school  is  anxious  to  place  its  graduates,  who  do  not  plan  to  further  their  educa- 
tion, in  the  fields  of  industry.  Any  local  merchants  needing  help  are  asked  to  contact  the 
high  school  office  and  necessary  information  will  be  gladly  given. 

The  school  has  continued  its  subscription  to  the  School  Assembly  Service  which  pro- 
vides worthwhile  educational  and  entertaining  assemblies  that  otherwise  could  not  be  of- 
fered. 

Woodbury  High  School  is  a  member  of  the  National  Honor  Society  and  is  accredited 
by  the  American  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

In  order  to  have  the  maximum  efficiency  from  any  affair  in  the  school  gymnasium, 
whether  an  assembly,  school  play,  or  school  or  town  meeting,  the  acoustics  definitely 
should  be  improved  upon. 

The  Shop  Area  should  also  be  made  sound  proof,  or  at  least  have  some  sort  of  insu- 
lation, as  the  noise  from  that  area  is  disturbing  to  the  Science  Department  in  the  upstairs 
rooms.  Some  form  of  a  fire  escape  should  be  added  to  Room  11  as  the  pupils  would  be 
completely  shut  off  from  escape  if  an  explosion  should  occur  in  Room  10,  cutting  off  the 
corridor. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  asking  again  that  all  concerned  think  over 
a  possible  covered  shelter  between  Woodbury  and  Central  Schools.  They  are  used  inter- 
changeably during  the  lull  day  anil  it  is  an  extreme  health  hazard  to  send  the  students  be- 
tween the  buildings    in  the  winter  with  light   clothing,    although    they  are  urged  to  dress  for 
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the  weather. 

As  the  enrollment  is  increasing  steadily  each  year  considerable  thought  should  be 
given  to  a  long  term  expansion  program.  This  year  we  hope  to  graduate  59.  However, 
the  incoming  Freshman  class  shall  number  106.  Since  the  seventh  grade  is  about  the  same 
size  it  would  mean  that  by  1958  we  should  have  an  enrollment  of  400  or  over  in  the  high 
school.     We  are  already  taxed  to  capacity  with  309. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have  the  interests  of  the  Salem  school 
children  at  heart. 

HEALTH  AND  SCHOOL  LUNCH 

The  school  lunch  program  continues  its  seventh  year  at  the  Woodbury-Central  schools, 
under  the  excellent  managership  and  direction  of  Mrs.  Anne  Emilio,  with  tha  cooperation 
of  her  very  capable  kitchen  staff.  The  lunches  continue  to  be  popular  with  the  pupils  and 
provide  well-balanced  and  varied  meals  at  a  cost  to  the  pupil  of  $1.25  per  week.  A  large 
percentage  of  the  total  enrollment  in  these  two  schools  take  advantage  of  these  excellent 
meals.     A  detailed  financial  account  of  the  school  lunch  program  follows  this  report. 

Mrs.    Jessie  Soule,    Nurse-Teacher,   has  furnished  the  following  information: 

During  the  past  year  every  pupil  in  the  Salem  schools  has  had  his  or  her  vision 
checked  and  many  children  with  defective  vision  were  found. 

When  corrections  could  not  be  financed  by  the  family,  the  State  Conservation  Pro- 
gram financed  the  examination  and  glasses,  thus  enabling  the  student  to  do  better  work  in 
class.  Dr.  Charles  Sheard  of  the  Mayo  clinic  has  stated  that  one-fourth  of  the  bodily  en- 
ergy goes  into  the  process  of  seeing. 

The  Crippled  ChildrenProgramat  the  Elliott  Eastman  Hospital  inManchester  main- 
tains a  clinic  for  children  in  need  of  orthopedic  care.  This  clinic  did  much  work  for  Salem 
pupils   in  need  of  such  services. 

The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  program  was  made  available  to  every  child  in  Salem 
from  the  age  of  one  year  to  fifteen.  First  and  second  Salk  polio  shots  were  given  in  clin- 
ics at  the  schools  and  at  the  Town  Hall. 

A  recent  bulletin  from  the  Concord  State  Department  of  Health  states:  "Because  it 
is  a  sound  policy  to  afford  a  partial  protection  to  the  largest  possible  number  rather  than 
complete  protection  to  a  lesser  number ,  it  is  felt  that  emphasis  should  continue  to  be  placed 
upon  administering  first  and  second  shots,  with  respect  to  the  third  or  booster  shot  of  this 
vaccine;  this  may  be  undertaken  if  and  when  vaccine  is  available,  and  there  are  sufficient 
funds  to  purchase  it,  bearing  in  mind  that  the  interval  between  the  second  and  third  shot 
should  be  at  least  seven  months." 

Sponsored  by  the  Salem  Women's  Club  and  Public  Health  Nursing  services  were  the 
pre-school  clinics  held  at  Dr.    Greer's  office.    A  complete  physical  examination  was  given 
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to  all  children  attending  the  clinic,  and  recommendations  for  corrections  of  defects  found 
were  made  at  that  time;  also  an  immunization  program  was  carried  out  so  each  child  re- 
ceived protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  in  a  series  of  three  in- 
jections. The  children  were  also  vaccinated  against  smallpox  so  each  child  would  be  better 
prepared  to  enter  school  in  September.  A  similar  clinic  will  again  be  held  in  March,  April, 
May  and  June  1957. 

386  cases  of  first  aid  were  cared  for  by  the  Nurse-Teacher  and  each  case  was  an  ed- 
ucational program  on  health,  consisting  mostly  of  cuts,  sprains,  bruises,  dog  bites  and 
fractures,  many  requiring  visits  to  a  physician's  office,  if  stitches  were  necessary  to  close 
a  wound  or  an  X-ray  needed  for  a  complete  diagnosis.  Many  such  accidents  happened  on 
the  way  to  school,  while  some  were  on  the  playground.  Although  all  playgrounds  were 
supervised  at  recess  and  noonby  a  classroom  teacher,  it  is  inevitable  that  accidents  occur 
there. 

Sponsored  by  The  Salem  Kiwanis  Club  a  much  needed  dental  program  was  started 
October  31,  1956  by  Dr.  Binder,  the  Salem  dentist.  He  is  doing  an  excellent  job  working 
a  full  day  each  Wednesday  at  the  Salem  Health  Office,  Central  School,  cleaning  teeth  of  all 
pupils  in  grades  five  through  eight,  and  making  recommendations  for  further  work  to  all 
those  having  dental  cavities.  Dr.  Binder  wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  for  the  splen- 
did cooperation  he  has  received  from  the  school  personnel  and  pupils  while  working  in 
Central  School. 

The  Salem  Lions  Club  sponsored  two  boys'  vacations  at  Camp  Lincoln,  July  1-14, 
1956,  so  they  could  have  the  experiences  of  a  happy  healthy  environment,  where  theycould 
grow  and  develop  character  and  personality. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinics  in  Nashua  and  Manchester  are  available  and  have  been 
used  by  students   in  need  of  such  services. 

Mr.   Louis  Celona,   Supervisor  of  Music,   has   issued  the  following  report: 

The  instrumental  music  started  in  the  public  schools  of  Salem,  N.  H.  during  the 
school  year  1955-56  is  continuing  this  year  in  a  very  successful  way. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  1956  season  Salem  had  a  functioning  school  band  of  twenty- 
three  active  members.  Eighteen  of  these  were  students  who  began  instrumental  lessons 
during  the  previous  school  year. 

We  are  very  proud  of  this  beginning  group.  They  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  school 
history  at  several  football  games.  They  performed  at  the  halves  and  were  well  received 
by  all  who  heard  them. 

Excluding  the  already  functioning  band  thirty  new  students  began  instrumental  les- 
sons in  September  of  1956.  Making  a  total  at  present  of  fifty-three  students  taking  part 
in  instrumental  instruction  in  the  schools. 

Our  biggest  problem  is  still  facilities  and  scheduling.   We  still  have  no  music  room 
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and  lessons  are  given  wnen  some  room  is  not  in  use.  In  order  that  the  instrumental  pro- 
gram may  grow  and  function  properly  these  problems  must  be  solved.  It  is  hoped  that 
they  will  be  in  the  near  future. 

The  vocal  aspect  of  music  education  in  the  schools  continues  very  well.  Due  to  the 
extra  classes  added  this  year  the  supervisor  visits  each  classroom  once  every  two  weeks 
instead  of  the  usual  weekly  visit.  The  objectives  in  the  vocal  music  of  the  elementary 
school  is  to  give  the  students  a  love  and  appreciation  for  our  musical  heritage.  They  are 
shown  the  fundamentals  of  good  singing  and  a  foundation  for  music  reading.  Emphasis  is 
always  placed  on  the  type  of  songs  learned.  Too  much  of  the  music  children  hear  and 
listen  to  is  not  of  the  highest  caliber.  In  the  public  schools  we  strive  to  overcome  this 
by  giving  such  songs  as  folks  songs  and  songs  that  tell  a  story,  etc.  Music  that  is  part 
of  our  American  Heritage. 

Needless  to  say  music  in  the  elementary  level  cannot  be  carried  out  without  the  help 
of  the  classroom  teacher. 

A  new  feature  in  the  junior  high  level  this  year  was  the  beginning  of  an  eighth  grade 
girls  glee  club.  This  was  started  on  a  voluntary  basis  and  now  consists  of  thirty-eight 
girls.     Their  performance  at  the  Christmas  Concert  was  well  received. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  spring  concert  will  be  given  again  this  year  and  the  Woodbury- 
Central  Band  is  looking  forward  to  playing  at  more  school  functions  and  finally  for  the 
commencement  exercises. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  the  administrators,  principals,  and  teachers  for  the  as- 
sistance given  during  the  school  year. 

COMMUNITY  ORGANIZATIONS 

I  feel  that  I  could  not  end  this  report  without  commenting  upon  the  exceptional  co- 
operation, generosity  and  interest  the  organizations  of  Salem  have  in  their  school  child- 
ren. I  am  starting  my  twelfth  year  as  a  member  of  the  Salem  School  District  and  never 
in  that  time  have  I  failed  to  know  of  any  group  which  has  not  responded  to  a  call  or  asked 
to  take  part  in  one  or  various  programs. 

I'd  like  to  single  out  especially  all  PTA  groups,  Salem  Men's  Club,  Salem  Board  of 
Trade,  Kiwanis  Club,  Lions  Club,  VFW,  American  Legion,  both  auxiliaries,  all  Granges, 
Salem  Women's  Club,  Junior  Women's  Club,  Coca-Cola  Company  and  many  others.  To 
this  group  can  be  added  many  individuals  especially  the  doctors  and  nurses  who  help  the 
health  program. 

Thanks  again  to  all  organizations  and  individuals  for  your  support. 


In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  School    Board,    principals,    teachers    and  pupils   for 
their  cooperation  in  making  the  work  of  the  schools  successful.
